Gould in which he said :

A s I wired you, no 
announcement of the road to which 
I am going can be made now, but 
it w ill be given out in due time.” 
A t Missouri Pacific headquarters 
here the belief is that Mr. Gould is 
to become general superintendent 
• f the Iron Mountain, as that office 
has been vacant for some time past.

moruing is significant: 
“ C . G . W arner, vice president 
of the Missouri Pacific sysiem, de­ 
parted yesterday for a conference 
in N ew Y o rk city with GeDrge J.

PresidcQt Joh n Mitch ell, of th e 
United Mine W orkers’ association, 
arriv ed at th e Pennsylv ania depot 
in Jersey City last nigh t, h av ing 
trav eled on a Leh igh Valley train 
from W ilkesbaric, Pa. 
W ith h im 
were District Presidents Nich olls, 
Fah ey and Duffy. 
Th ey went im­ 
mediately to th e Ash land h ouse, 
New York City. 
Mr. Mitch el 
was asked if h e h id come to h old a 
conference with th e operators, but 
h e declined to say. 
He refused to 
answer all questions, and to say 
h ow long h e would be in th e city. 
Mr, Mitch ell h ad th e appearance 
of h av ing been under sev ere mental 
and' ph ysical strain, but assured 
questioners th at h e was in good 
h ealth , th ough tired. 
A t 10 o’clock Mr, Mitch ell called 
up Wilkesbarre by teleph one, th e 
reason being th at h e h ad expected 
some telegrams wh ich h e did not 
find awaiting h im. 
Sh ortly after 
th is h e turned to th e newspaper 
men and said : 
“ Information h as been conv eyed 
to me by ’ph one th at a total of 260 
local unions h av e reported unani­ 
mous v otes against resuming work. 
Th e men are not deterred from 
going to work th rough any fear of 
bodily h arm, but are res:>lv ed to 
remain out until th e differences be­ 
tween th em and th e operators are 
arbitrated or until th ey are ordered 
to return by th eir leaders.

LEPROSY IN IOWA. 


Two Cases Reported to the State 
Board of Health. 


Dr. J. F. Kennedy, secretary of 
the Iowa state board of health, has 
received reports of two cases of 
leprosy in Iowa, the only ones 
known to be in existence in the 
state. 
One is the case of a young Nor­ 
wegian woman, 21 years of age, 
living in the country near Hum- 
bolt, la. 
The age and sex of the 
other case has not been reported, 
but the patient lives at Gilmore 
City, la. 
Dr. Kennedy has writ­ 
ten for more details as to the 
cases. 
' 
He was a«îked what disposition 
to make 
of the patients. 
The 
woman, being a county charge and 
helpless to do anything for herself, 
Kennedy replied that, as the state 
has no retreat of any kind for lep­ 
rosy, and as there is no place out­ 
side the state to which such cases 
can be sent, the only thing to do is 
to care for them in the best pos­ 
sible manner by isolation in their 
own homes or other suitable.places. 
He cautioned the authorities to 
keep patients from the schools and 
all public gatherings and to report 
regularly to the state boaid on their 
progress.

I n d ia n a po lis, Oct, 8 .— An ef­ 
fort 
made by the police yester­ 
day to interest ufficials of gas belt 
cities in the operations of the grave 
robbers, whose methods were re­ 
cently exposed. 
The ghouls have 
made statements that they worked 
at various times throughout the gas 
belt. 
Detectives Asch and Manning 
yesterday obtained another state­ 
ment from the negroes under ar­ 
rest, in which they say that the 
cemeteries about Anderson, Alex 
andria, Elwood, Fairmouut 
and 
several other 
places have been 
robbed of hundreds of bodies. 
A 
cemetery at Fairmount, they say, 
has been robbed so repeatedly that 
very few bodies remain. 
The de­ 
tectives have the names of several 
white men implicated. 
Rufus Cantrell was employed as 
hearse driver for a time by C. M. 
C. Willis, a colored undertaker. 
He said that the bodies of Done 
Snowden, Albert Tanner, Ed John­ 
son and several other men that were 
supposed to be buried in the ceme­ 
tery were taken to a medical col­ 
lege instead, and the caskets buried 
with large pieces of ice in them to 
make up the weight. 
When the detective and Cantrell 
visited the cemetery last afternoon 
Harry Spears, the proprietor, who 
had earnestly denied that ány of 
the graves in the cemetery were 
empty, admitted that the graves of 
Dorie Snowden, Ed Johnson and 
others were empty. 
He said, however, that the bodies 
had been buried in the coffin under 
a thin layer of earth, and that be­ 
fore the gravediggers had filled up 
the graves the bodies had been 
stolen. 
Asked how he knew all 
this, and why he had not reported 
it before, be had no answer to 
make. 
H9 adqaitted further that 
many other graves in the cemetery 
were empty, and he could tell the 
empty graves by a little mark he 
had placed on each. 
The grave of Mrs. Katarina Der­ 
ringer, who died six weeks ago, 
was opened at the German Catholic 
cemetery and found to be empty.

CLOTHING CAUGHT FIRE. 


Oat on Prairie, Siiouting for Help, 
But Was Fatally Burned in 
the Meautlme.

D . W . Spicer, carrier on free de- 
li*very rural route No. 2, who re­ 
sided at No . 
1016 East Ninth 
street, was accidentally burned to 


4 eath at 6 :2o o ’clock Friday. 
J ust how the accident happened 
18 not known, and the members of 
kis family can throw no light upon 
the sad accident, and death closed 
the unfortunate man’s lips before 
he could explain the circumstances 
which lead up to his horrib’e death. 
Mr, and Mrs. Spicer arose this 
■lorning, as was their custom, at 
about 5:3o o ’clock, 
Mr. Spicer 
went to the barn to feed his team 
which he drives over the rural 
route and to milk the cow. 
Mrs. Spicer was preparing break­ 
fast when her husband returned 
from the barn with the milk, being 
in the dining room at the time, and 
was unable to say whether Mr, 
Spicer went into the small kitchen 
where the gasoline stove was burn­ 
ing or passed out of the house 
through another exit. 
' A few minutes later, 
J oseph 
Oakes, 
who lives on Thirteenth 
street, nearly four blocks south of 
the Spicer heme, 
while looking 
northward through a window, saw 
what looked like a pillar of fire to 
him^running backward on the open 
prairie, just west 
of the Spicer 
barn. 
Going out onto the porch, Mr. 
Oakes made out that the object on 
fire was a human being, but he 
could 
not tell 
whether it was 
a man or woman. 
The flames, 
he 
said, 
shot 
upwards 
fully 
tw o 
feet 
above 
the 
person’s 
a d ” 
The figure ran backwards 
and forwards, seemingly fighting 
the flames with arms and hands. 
Then the person shouted, “ Fire!” 
••Fire!” “ F ire!” 
two or three 
times and sank into a ditch, a 
wreath of smoke ascending up­ 
wards, showing where the unfor­ 
tunate person had fallen. 
W hile this scene was being en 
acted, Mrs. Spicer and Mrs. G. O. 
Helcroft bad rushed out into the 
prairie and were soon joined by 
J ames Bryan, George Braun, of 
9 11 East Ninth street, and two or 
three “ Katy” shopmen, who were 
o n their way to work. 
' Mr. Spicer was unconscious and 
in a dying condition, and the men, 
after extinguishing 
the burning 
clothing, carried him to his home, 
life being 
extinct 
before 
they 
reached there. 
His coat and vest 
were almost entirely consumed and 
the rear brim o f his hat was burned 
off. 
A t the time of the distressing 
accident all of the children were 
asleep, and Mrs. Spicer, who was 
engaged in her household duties, 
did not see the commencement of 
the sad scene. 
She was almost 
frantic with grief and was so pros­ 
trated that she was unable to talk 
about the matter. 
In consequence 
o f Mrs. 
Spicer’s condition 
Dr. 
Cole or Rev. Cook were unable to 
obtain from her any satisfactory 
information regarding the minute 
surroundings which led up to the 
death of Mr. Spicer, 
Dr. H. B. Cole was summered

A “ HISTORY” IS NOT FAIR 


There May Be a Mass Meeting: to Fro- 
tfst igraiost Its Use I d the 
Schcols. 


There is a protest among the 
parents of public school students at 
St. J oseph against the history that 
has been adopted for use in the 
public schools, and it may result in 
the calling of a mass meeting to 
enter a formal protest with the 
schocl board. 
Several weeks nga the board 
adopted Gordy’s Hihtory of the 
United States for use in the gram­ 
mar schcols. 
The parents of stu* 
dents had 
do opportunity to see 
the book until after the schools had 
opened. 
Then they were taken 
home by the students and ex amined 
by their parents. 
It has been found that Thomas 
H . Benton, the Missouri statesman, 
is not mentioned in the book. 
That 18 the principal grievance of 
the school patrons in St. J oseph. 
Many of them declare that Benton 
was a greater statesman than 
H e nry 
Clay, and to teach history from a 
book that omits his name entirely 
is looked upon by them as being 
an oversight that should be fatal 
to the use of the book in Benton’s 
native state. 
Anotl er offensive 
part of tbe 
school history is its treatment of 
President J ohnson. The author re­ 
fers to him as “ poor white trash,” 
and that touches a tender spot with 
some Missourians. 
The author of the book is Wilbur 
F. Gordy, principal of one of the 
schools of 
Hartford, Conn. 
He 
has devoted many pages of the 
book to Hartford and Connecticut, 
and has left out many events in the 
history of the country that were of 
great importance. 
The author speaks contemptu­ 
ously of several statesmen whose 
memory is revered by Missourians.

Stone Orders Out the Penn­ 
sylvania Militia. 


SAYS MOB LAW REIGNS 


Believes Presence of Troops N^ces- 
sary to Preserve the Peace— 
Accepts a Challenge. 


Gov, 
Stone, of Pennsylvania, 
last night, after a long conference 
with the general officers of the state 
militia, ordered out for field duty 
the entire division of the national 
guard of Pennsylvania not already 
under arms. 
Mobilization will be­ 
gin at once. 
The order will throw 
into the anthracite coal fields 
army of 10,000 men, about 3,000 
of whom are already on guard 
duty there. 
The order reads : 


“ H a r r i s b u r o , Pa., Oct. 6, 1902. 
— Headquarters National Gu <rd, 
Adjutant General’s Office : 
In cer­ 
tain portions of the counties of 
Luzerne, Schuylkill, Carbon, Lack­ 
awanna, Susquehanna, Northum­ 
berland and Columbia, tumults and 
riots trequently occur and mob law 
reigns. 
Men who desire to work 
have been beaten and driven away 
and their families threatened ; rail­ 
roads have been delayed, stoned 
and tracks torn up. 
“ The civil authorities are unable 
to maintain order and have called 
upon the governor and commander- 
in-chief of the national guard for 
troops. 
The situation grows more 
serious each day. 
The territory 
involved is so extensive that the 
troops now on duty are insufficient 
to prevent all disorder. 
“ The presence of the entire di­ 
vision Natiocal Guard of Pennsyl­ 
vania is Dfccessar.y in these counties 
to maintain the public peace.

HE JUMPED FROM BOA I 


And Ended His Life Whore Fiiend 
Had Committed 8uicide a 
Year Before.

S t. C h a ri . e s , Mo., Oct. 7.— At 
the same point where a friend 
ended his life just one year ago, 
Albert Runge committed suicide 
yesterday by jumping into the Mis­ 
souri river from the deck of the 
steamer J. P. Gage while on his 
way to S \ Louis in company with 
Dr. John E. Bruere to consult a 
specialist concerning his health, 
Mr. Range had been a sufferer 
from nervousness and insomnia for 
several years. 
He became worse 
several weeks ago and had not 
been able to sleep for two weeks. 
His condition induced Dr. Bruere, 
his family physician, to start with 
him to St. Louis to consult Dr. 
Fry. 
When 
the 
boat 
had 
reached 
midstream, 
yesterday, 
Mr. Runge slipped to the 
rear 
deck of the boat, removed his over­ 
coat and hat, and sprang into the 
swift curreot of the Missouri. Dr. 
Bruere was at the time talking 
to a friend and did not miss Mr. 
Runge until the boat was rearing 
the St. Louis county shore. 
He 


became alarmed after calling him 
several times and notified the rail- 
man. 
The boat was stopped and 
a search for the 
missing man 
started. 
The discovery of his hat and 
coat confirmed the doctor's first 
thought. 
Dr. Bruere returned to 
bt. Charles, 
The steamer Fawn 
was placed at the disposal of the 
searchers, who spent most of tie 
day looking for the body, but 
without success. 
T ie spot selected by Mr. Runge 
for his tragic death was the scrr.e 
at which B. Franklin Decker, presi­ 
dent of the F ’rst National bank, 
committed suicide by jumping from 
the lerryboat a year ago. 
They 
were 
lifelong 
friends and Mr. 
Becker’s death made a deep im­ 
pression 
upon the mind of Mr. 
Runge 
Mr. Runge was one of the young 
business men of this city. 
He was 
a member of a prominent family, 
wealtliy and well educated. 
His 
wife, to whom he was married 
nine % ears ago, was Miss Itickei, 
of St 
Louib. 
He leaves three 
f-mall ciiiidren, three grown broth­ 
ers aui» two Risters. 
He was 38 
years old. He served several terms 
as member of the city council from 
the hirst 
ward, 
was 
a direc­ 
tor 
of 
the 
First 
National 
bank, the St. Charles Mutual Fire 
Insurance company, and secretary 
of the St. Charles County Driving 
Park and Fair association. 
For 
the last few years he was a stock­ 
holder and manager of the St. 
Charles Plutnbing company and in 
the real estate and insurance busi­ 
ness. 
His death has prostrated his wife 
and sadly affected his many friends 
of this city. 
There is no cause for 
his suicide other* than continued 
illness, ' His life was heavily in­ 
sured.
